Duel More Then a Year Ago—it 
le Claimed*® That Frank M. Gell 
Swere Falsely—Once Well-to-Do 
Man. 


Both Grow Out of Alleged it |

Frank M. Bell, former clubman and 
amateur yachtseman, was held to an- 
swer to the Buperior Court yesterday, 
by Justice Ling upon a charge of per- 
jury. October 4, he will be tried upon 
a complaint sworn to by Atty. O. P. 
Widaman, charging him with carry- 
4 a deadly weapon with intent to 

Both cases grew indirectly out of 
an alleged pistol duel at the Hollen- 
beck more than a year ago. At the 
time Bell claimed that Widaman and 
A. L. Sanger, his brother-in-law, at- 
tempted to make him sign a paper at 
the point of a gun. He stated that 
he jumped to a drawer to get his own 
gun, and was shot through his coat. 

He swore to a complaint in the Po- 
lice Court, charging both men with 
an assault with a deadly weapon. The 
perjury charge was founded on this 
complaint, as Sanger and Widaman 
were able te convince the prosecuting 
attorney that Bell's story was a fab- 
rication. 

The preliminary examination tn the 
justice court took several days, Deputy 
Dist-Atty. Horton made a _ strong 
fight for the prosecution, and intro- 
duced enough evidence to warrant 
holding the defendant, In default of 
$2500 bonds, Bell was committed to the 
County Jail. 

A few days prior to the hearing Bell 
was found wandering about in the vi- 
cinity of Widaman’s home S&S L. 
Browne, chief detective to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, hurridd to Martha's 
Vineyard in an automobile and came 
across Bell near the railroad tracks. 
Bell admitted that he was about to 
force Atty. Widaman to “tell a straight 
story at the hearing.” as he expressed 
it. Browne believes there would have 
been bloodshed had Bell came across 
the attorney. 

At one time Bell was worth about 
$75,000, but he wasted it in the “prim- 
rose path,” and now is dependent upon 
relatives for his support. 

At the time of his last arrest, he 
begged to be allowed His freedom, 
promising to go to Mexico, if released. 
This course was not deemed advisable 
by the District Attorney.
